Child Murder. 
Trial ef a Marmora Woman on this Charge. 


San nero 


The case of Helen Darrach of Mar- 
mora, who was accused of child murder, 
came up at the assizes on Sept. the 28th. 
From the evidence it appears that the 
girl was in the employ of John Terrion 
who lives near Marmora and that on 
May 24 last she gaye birth to a child 
of whose murder she stood accused. 
-Mr. and Mrs. Terrion gave evidence as 
to the circumstances surrounding the 
birth, and as to the finding of the in- 
fants body and the subsequent proceed- 
ings, Dr, Sutton of Madoc was called 
in as coroner and held an investigation 
at which Drs. Jones and MacKechnie 
of Marmora held « post- mortem exam- 
ination. They tried what is known as 
the hydrostatic test on the body to see 
if the child had lived: after birth. On 
this test in which the child's lungs are 
said to have floated, rested the charge. 
The body showed marks of violence 
about the neck and the mouth was full 
of excrement. Mr. W. J. Camon, who 
defended the prisoner, cross-examined 
Drs.Jones and Sutton carefully and did 
not gut in any defence. On the former's 
cross-examination he did not positively 
swear as to the fact of life having been 
wesert at birth. Hon. Chancellor 
Boyd addressed the jury and advised 
them to dismiss the charge of murder 
and find the girl guilty of desertion and 
failure to proyide for her ofgpring. and 
concealment of birth. Tha jury did so 
without leaving their seats and the 
chancellor gave the unfortunate young 
woman a very kindly lecture and sen- 
tenced her to two years in Contral 
prison. The crime was evidently the 
result of gross ignorance as the untort- 
unate woman is almost wholly illiter- 
ate. The despicible scamp who was 
the cause of her downfall is said to be a 
business mun in the village of Marmora 
Belleville Sun. *

INTELLIGENT OOOKING. 


Good living is not high living in the 
ordinary sense. jhhe very acme of good 
living is the best presentation of good 
material in simple form; and in that 
senee itis the best and highest of liv- 
ing. The introduction of cookery an « 
branch of our public schoo! training 
will start the coming generations of 
housekeepers in the right direction; 
but the crying need of the present, 
mext to a knowledge of materials, is 
for housekeepers to better understand 
the importance of the high art of 
simple cookery. 

Many a woman wil! take infinite 
painsin making a oke who probably 
could not tellof the vegetables in com- 
mon use which should ‘be put on to 
cook in hot water and which in cold, 
which should be salted at first and 
whichp later, and why; how each 
should be dreased for serving, and the 
difference in dressing them when 
young and old.

SEASONABLE RECIPES. 


" Green Tomato Preserve — To one 
pound of fruit use three-quarters of a 
pound of granulated sugar. Allow 
one sliced lemonto two pounds of 
fruit, first tasting of the white of 
the lemon tobe sure that it is not bit- 
ter. If bitter, use the yellow rind 
grated or shaved thin and the juice. 
Put the sugar on with just water 
enough to melt it, add the tomato and 
lemon and cook gently until the tomato 
is tender and transparent. Cut the to- 
matoes around in halves and then 
quarter the halves. This shape is pre- 
ferred to slices. This will keep with- 
out sealing, but it is better to putitin 
small jars,as it is so rich thet only a 
little is wanted at a time. 

Canned Pears—Remove the peel and 
leave the stems on firm, ripe pears. 
Make a thin syrup in the proportion 
of about half a pound of sugar to a 
pint of water, or with even less sugar 
if the syrup is too sweet. Boil the 
pears in the syrup until soft enough 
to pierce easily with a broom straw. 
While boiling hot, carefully place the 
pears in the jars, stems downward, so 
arranged that there will be little or 
no space between the pears. Fill to 
ovuttiowlaa with the hot syrup and 
seal. 

Pickled Cauliflower — Two cauli- 
flowers, cut up; one pint of small 
onions, three medium-sized red pep- 
pers. Dissolve half a pint of salt in 
water enough to cover the vegetables 
and let them stand over night. In 
the morning drain them. Heat two 
quarts of vinegar with four  table- 
spoonfuls of mustard seed until it 
boils. Add the vegetablesand boil for 
about 15 minutes, or until the cauli- 
flower is tender enough to. be pierced 
easily with a fork. 

Grape Jelly~Wild grapes, gathered 
just as they begin to turn, are the 
best for jelly. Cultivated grapes, if 
fully ripe, are quite likely to disap- 
point ome if used for jelly; the color 
is dark and unattractive and the com- 
pound is often a syrup rather than « 
jelly, but they make delicious marma- 
lade. Wash the grapes and free them 
from the stems. Put them in the 
kettle and ‘mash until all( broken. 
Heat slowly and eook until the juice 
is well drawn ont. Then place a 
square of cheese cloth over a colander 
and set the colander over a bowl. 
Turn in the grapes and let it drip 
without any pressure. Measure the 
juice and allow an equal measare of 
sugar. If wild grapes are used, allow 
a little more than an equal portion of 
sugar. Boil the juice 15 minutes. 
Skim and atrain agein, then add the 
sugar and boil until the surface looks 
wrinkled and the liquid jellies on the 
edge. Skim we!l and turn into glass 
es. 


A PALM. 


Palms will do well in a strong light 
without sunshine. They are often 
greatly injured by being kept con- 
stantly in darkened halls and in apagt- 
ments that preclude the treatment-es- 
sential to their health. A daily spong- 


ing’ of their foliage with tepid water 


may be given by careful hands with- 
out damage to surroundings, and if 
they are carried to another apartment 
for an hour of morning sunshine, 4nd 
thoroughly showered once or twice a 
week, they will remain In a healthy 
condition, with judicious watering as 
demanded. Remember always that 
while limited and early morning sun- 
shine brightens and invigorates the 
palm, strong sunshine destroys the 
rich, green color. Palms are easily pot- 
ted, when received by express, and

from 1 peine-taking florist—coming 
with the soil and roots intact, jost as 
removed from the pot, these enveloped 
in exeelsior and bound with twine 
Provide « pot of larger size and as 
deep as possible—twice as deap as wide 
ie none too much. The roote of nearly 
ell palms run downward instead of 
gpreading ; if you bare ever grown one 
rem seed, y a date, you have 
an idm of their delving propensities. 
They must have good drainage, as 
they will mot remain healthy in soggy 
soil; place three or four inches of char. 
coal or broken pottery in the bottom 
of the pot and over this a layer of 
sphagnum, florist’s moss, or some fib- 
rous material to prevent the soil waah- 
ing into the drainage; over. this a gen- 
erous layer of soil; place the palm on 
it amd fill around with soil, water thor- 
oughly and keep in a light, cool place 
but out of the sun, for a week or more. 
The soil should contain a large pro- 
portion of fibre—well rotted sed with 
the addition of some good garden loam 
and a little sharp sand makes « 
mixture. A lighter soil is not ie 
able because of its drying out too ra 
idly. When palms are once establ 

ed do not water them until the surface 
of the soil looks and shrinks alight- 
ly from the pot. en give sufficient 
tepid water to thoroughly saturate the 
soil and to run through into the sae- 
cer, but do not allow any of the sur- 
eg water to remain. Surface water- 
ng. or a slight and frequent <drib- 
bling Is ruinous to all planta, and es 
peclally so to the mass of palm. Show- 
er them at least once « week,—better 
every other day, if you want them to 
shine as if varnished;. the bent-neck 
plant sprinklers are excellent, aa it ta 
necessary that every part be reach- 
ed ; get the largest sprinkler for beat 
resuite, If mot convenient to shower 
them so often, the stems and 
both upper and under side of foliage 
three times a week with tepid water ; 
daily sponging is better, using a soft 
fine sponge as least liable of all things 
to catch and tear the foliage. Treated 
in this way they will be free from red 
spider, which a rein dry, heated 
atmospherea—in fact. no will trou- 
ble them if the work is thorough. An 
occasional scale may appear; rub off 
the first one as soon as discovered and 
there will be no trouble. No plant is 
more free from pests than the palm, 
and with only . half care. If small, 
white worms appear in the soil, give a 
thorough soaking with lime water, lf 
one application does not answer, give 
& second. Add a piece of fresh lime as 
large as an o te three gallons 
of water;. when dissolved and clear, 
ouroff the clear water for use. The 
ime weter is fectly harmless. A 
saturated solution, which means all the 
lime the water will dissolve, will not 
harm the plants. Lime that has been 
air-slacked is worthless. 

Do not repot plants oftener than once 
in two years, or longer if not root 
bound. Remove the portidn of the old 
soil from the top without disturbing 
the roots, and replace with a fresh, 
rich soil. Do this once ar twice a year, 
and give some good fertilizer once a 
month. An oocasidmal soaking with 
weak soot ten, when the soll is dry, 
will ittensify the color and gloss of 
the foliage. Bone meal well worked in- 
to the soil is a most excellent fertiliz- 
er; the beat time to add the latter is 
when repotting.

ally attacked by a Chinese mob, which

The Pekin correspondent of the 
Times says the Imperial decree issued 
Friday, dismissing from office and ban- 
ishing to Ili, Chinese Turkestan, Chang- 
Yin-Houan, Li-Hung-Chang’s opponent 
in the Foreign Office and former Chii- 
ese Minister at Washington, acquits 
the dismissed official of complicity wth 
Kang-Yuwei, the Cantonese reformer, 
but convicts vaguely as “oraft and 
treacherous,” the true reason for his 
dismisaal and banishment, the Times 
correspondent asserts, is that Chang- 
Yin-Houan was a powerful supporter 
of the Emperor's party.

Thureday was the first time a vote 
om prohibition was taken in the Pro- 
vinces of Quebec and New Brunswick.

Now, there le no braver, kinder man 
in the world than the army doctor. In 
hia extemporized field-hoapital, often 
under a heavy fire, with a hastily 
thrown-up screen of commissariat cas- 
om, pack-saddles, water-tanksa or what- 
ever came handy, he performed mirac- 
les; he wee ready to minister to the 
wante of all wounded men. He waa 
anxious to tend the wounded Dervish 
whenever ‘one might be brought in. 
Bat no wounded Dervish ever waa. It 
wee as mruch a8 any one’s life was 
worth to go near a ed Dervish. 
He would lie on the ground glaring 
about him like a wild beast. Approach 
him, and out came his curved ham- 
stringing knife. With it he would 
make vicious sweeps, any one of which 
would maim you for life. 

Tt is not possible in the terrific streas 
of Sudan warfare to detail fatigue par- 
ties to overcome the resistance of 
wounded men and beat them to the 
field-hoapital. Hundreds died of their 
wounds as they lay on the battlefield, 
and those that did not die of their 
wounds had to be put out of their mis-

HOW MUSICIANS ARE TRAINED FOR 
THE MILITARY SERVICE.

Their 
expenses were defrayed by the officers, 
and the uniforms of the musi 
were entirely different from those of 
the regiments. Of course, the more 
wealthy the officers and the more 
fashionable the regiment, the more 
gorgeous were the uniforms of the 
band, and Pepys describes the musi-

tera of the present time. 

The year 1857 marks the dividing 
line between the new and the old in 
British military bands. In that year 
a bill was passed providing that bands- 


men should. be recruited as soldiers, | othe 


should be enlisted on the same terms, 
should be regularly drilled, and serve 
in the ranks on emergency. In 1857 
also the Royal Military School of My- 
alc waa founded by the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the commander-in-chief of the 
British army. This establishment is 
unique and deserves to be described in 
some detail. 

When it was decided to organize the 
regimental bands of the British army, 
and’ to train the musicians who were 
to serve in them, one of the firat ob- 
jects desired was to do away with the 
foreign bandmasters (and bandsmen 
who were in the majority in nearly 
every regiment. Kneller Hall, near 
the famous town of Hounslow, Mid- 
dlesex, was chosen as suitable for the 
school. The latter was not designat- 
ed as a first training-school for musi- 
clans, gut to give thorough instruc- 
tion to such members of regimental 
bands as showed special, capacity. At 
the present time no man is eligible 
for the important place of bandmas- 
ter unless he has studied at the 

SCHOOL OF MUSIC, 
and has gained the necessary diploma, 

At the present time the band of a 
British infantry regiment consists of 
& bandmaster, one sergeant, one cor- 
poral or lance sergeant, twenty priv- 
ates and ¢ight boys. In the cavalry 
regiments the number of privates is 
fifteen. The boys and privates are re- 
eruited in various ways. Men who 
have some knowledge of music are en- 
sted as bandsmen, and are immedi- 
ately taken by the band. Most of the 
members of the band, however, consist 
of privates who have exhibited some 
musical talent, and who, in their 
spare time, have learned to play on 
some instrument. Many of the boys 
are taken from the Duke ef York’s 
school for sons of soldiers, the Ex- 
mouth training ship, and similar in- 
stitutions, The majority of them have! 
not been trained to play on any in-| 
strument when they join the band.| 
They are, therefore, taught by the! 
bandmaster, who also instructs. the 
newly-joined privates, besides conduct- 
ing continual practice by the whole 
band. It will be seen that the duties 
of a bandmaster are no sinecure. 

Now, as to the part which the Royal 
Military School of Music plays in the 
formation of the complete band.

Immediately upon etepping on board 
of a man-of-war a visitor sees an offi- 
cer with a sword belt on walking up 
and down the quarter deck. Officers 
and sailors come up to this man so 
sprucely rigged out, in his neat, hand- 
some uniform touch their caps to him, 
esk him questions, give him informa- 
tion and receive orders from him, and 
then they go away from him and he 
paces his lonely beat, for he is the man 
who is on watch, who, while holding 
this position, has the charge of the 
ship. He is the “officer of the deck.” 

His position is one of extreme respon- 
sibility. He is held accountable for the 
safety of the ship and everything and 
everybody on board her. Every officer 
or other person in the ship, whatever 
may be his rank, who ia subject to the 
orders of the captain, except the exe- 
cutive officer, the officer who ranks seo- 
ond to the captain is subordinate to 
the officer of the deck. 


THE OFFICER OF THE DECK. 


This officer of the deck cannot leave 
his charge, until he is regularly re- 
lieved by,some other officer, whose turn 


it is to assume the responsibility, and 
he is strictly- prohibited by the rules 
and regulations from engaging in any 
occupation which may distract his at- 
tention from his duty. Hence his ap- 
parent dislike to engage in conversa- 
tion, to crack a joke, to smile, or to 
ugh. 

A part of his duty is to be polite, 
though not necessarily agreeable, the 
law governing this phase of his con- 
duct reading aa follows:— He shall 
see that all persons coming alongside 
or visiting the ship are courteously 
treated.” Of course he cannot person- 
ally attend, except casually, to the re- 
ception of the hundreds of people who 
visit the ship. He. delegates this sort 
of duty to the men, only seeing that 
they behave themselves decorously and 
decently. 

The manner in which the officer of 
the deck should perform his duty 1 
thus laid down:—~" He must bear in 
mind that his manner of performing 
duty has a great influence u the 
discipline of the crew and the efficiency 
of the ship; that he should be digni- 
fied, discreet, zealous, energetic and 
subordinate, displaying a feeling of de- 
ference to superiors and a spirit of 
kindness to inferiors. He shall him- 
self scrupulously obey all orders and 
regulations, and require the same of 
his subordinates. 

“ He shall avoid the use of harsh lan- 
guage, and while never permitting any 
duty te be performed in a careless, in- 
different or dilatory manner, he shall 
protect the crew from unneosesary an- 
moyances. He shall, when giving or- 
dera, use only the phraseology custom- 
ary in the service, without any un- 
necessary repetition; he shall use a 
decided and authoritative tone, suffi- 
ciently loud only for the occasion. The 
crew must be taught to obey a simple 
and plain order, thereby avoiding much 
noise, confusion, repetition and unsea- 
manlike singing out.” 


MUCH IN LITTLE. 


The language is concise, clear and 
to the point, and covers about every- 
thing pertaining to the conduct of an 
officer. It declares distinctly what the 
young man in authority, at whom vis- 
itors often cast their eyes, has to do. 
It explains why he is sometimes abrupt, 
and why he does not pay as much at- 
tention to the idle visitor as that in- 
dividual sometimes fancies he is en- 
titled to.

WELCOME TO THE GUARDS. | 
Net Se Mack Bathesinse: Shows *inee 
the Crimes. 

A despatch from Léndon, sya—The 
enthusiasm displayed in welcoming 
home the Firat Battalion of 
the Grenadier Guards from the Sou- 
dan exceeded any previous demon- 
stration of a like nature since the re 
tare of the British troops from 
the Crimean war. The streets from 
Waterloo station to Wellingon bar- 
racks were black with people. There 
was a brilliant gathering of military 
chiefs and relatives of officers at the 
station; but there was such an evi- 
dent desire to repress anything like 
exuberance of feeling that their wel- 
tome seemed cold, “How are\ you, old 
chap?” being generally the most af- 
fectionate greeting heard. One lady 
ran up to an officer as he emerged 
from the train, threw her arms around 
his neck, and kissed him. He sub- 
mitted, but rather shamefacedly, as 
though it was altogether a too de- 
monstrative proceeding for a Brit- 
ish soldier to be guilty of. 

It was when the battalion emerged 
from thé police-guarded station ‘that 
the enthusiasm broke out in the dense 
masses of people gathered to welcome 
t soldiers home, and their march 
from the station to their barracks was 
in the nature of a triumphal progress. 
_On arriving at the barracks, the 
war-stained Grenadicra received a 
splendid welcome from the other bat- 
talions of Guards, whose massed band 
played “The British Grenadiers,” and 
“The Return of the Guarda.” 

There were many pathetio scenes. 
The mer looked guant and weary, in- 
Stead of the strapping fellowa, who 
left Londen, and there were hundreds 
of touching reunions of the men with 
their wives or sweethearts. The Seo- 
ond Battalion of Grenadier Guards 
entertained their comrades at dinner, 
and, as may be expected, there were 
lively scenes about the barracks until 
late that night. Many of the return- 
ing soldiers brought with them inter- 
esting relics of the campaign, in the 


shape of dervish swords, spears, or 
shields. 

The recent British military opera- 
tions have had a most satisfactory in- 
fluence lately upon the recruiting of 
the army, especially in the case of the 
Guards, and the Twenty-first Lancers, 
who distinguished themselves by mak- 
ing ao brilliant charge through the 
dervish army at the battle of Om- 
durman. 

Much interest has been evoked by 
the German military attache’s report 
of the battle of Omduerman. He says 
he was particularly struck by all the 
operations, except the charge of the 
Lancers, which he claims was absurd. 
On the other band, the German offic- 
er says the handling of the artillery 
was absolutely unequalled, and he as- 
sérta that the endurance and apirita 
of the troops were beyond all 
praise. :

The St. James’ Gazette publishes an 
outspoken leader asserting that the 
true victor was Major Macdonald, who 
repulsed the second onslaught of the 
dervishes, which was made when the 
Sirdar considered the battle over and 
the victory won. 

However, in the eyes of competent 
authorities, as well us of the people 
at large, Kitchener was the true hero 
of the day. It was his work of years, 
his genius for organization, that ren- 
dered victory possible. In connection 
with this subject it may be remarked 
that already public protests have been 
made against the want of taste dis- 
played by the nephew of “Chinese” 
Gordon in bringing home the Mahdi’s 
head as a ghastly trophy. It is, how- 
aver, considered that blame more es. 
pecially attaches to those other offi- 
cers who secured fingers and other 
fragments of the Mahdi’s embalmed 
corpse as relics,

THE WEEKLY WASHING. 


When I learned to do housework, I 
was taught that the proper way to 
wash was to rub the white clothes 
through two waters, boll them. rub 
again, them rinse, starch and dry. 1 
followed this tedious, back-breaking 
method until a year or two ago, when 
I found an easier way, which I wil! 
describe for the bemefit of thode who 
have neither tifee nor strength to 
waste on the old one. 

You will find a good washing 
machine and wringer great labor sav- 
ers. All machines are not good ones, 
but it is mot o difficult matter after 
examining the various kinds offered 
for sale at any firstvclass hardware 


store to find ome that will prove sat- 
isfactory. 


Get everything ready the night be- 
fore the washing is to be done, and 
put the white clothes to soak, rubbing 
soap On the most solled places. Rub 

ewe places a little next morning, 
pass them through the wringer, and 
pat’ them in the boiler containing 
water in which & little borax has been 

ssolved, with enough soap to make 
® @00d muds. The amount of 
needed varies with the kind. of water 
you have to usa; it will not injure 
the finest fabric, and is a great help 
® removing the dirt. 
‘Wash course white clothes 
through one water while the firat lot 
s boiling, and when they are taken 
— put the second lot in the boiler. 

ash the colored clothes through two 
warm, not hot, suds, which should al- 
80 contain a little borax, rinse thor- 
oughly, then dip them in a thin, boil- 
ed starch, and they are ready for the 
line. White clothes should be dried 
in the sunshine, but colored clothes 
should be hung in the shade.—E. J. ©.

DANGEROUS HEADACHE POWDERS. 


it ts Necessary to Handle Them With 
Great Care. 

A few weeks ago Dr. J. A. Harris, 
the Medical Officer of Chorley, Eng- 
land, had the police of that city pro- 
cure. some two dezen samples - of 
“headaches powders" from different 
chemists in that city, and had them 
submitted to a thorough analysis. 

The results of the analysis, publish- 
ed in the last number of the British 
Medical Journal, show that in every 
case the quantity. of the active ingred- 
ient was largely in excess of the maxi- 
mum dose of the drug permitted by 
the British Pharmacopoeia. 

These remedies belong to the class 
of the analgesics, the members of the 
group in common use for the purpose 
being acetanalid or phenylacetanide, 
phenazone and phenacetine or para- 
acet-phenetidin. The “headache pow- 
ders’ sold in this country are exactly 
similar to those sold in England. 

Now, all these are drugs that it is 
necessary to handle with gieat care. A 
slight error of judgment with regard 
to dosage on the part of the clerk who 
mixes them or the consumption of too 
large a quantity of the “powders” by 
the person with a headache is sure to 
result in disastrous conseguences, 

These substances depress the action of 
the heart and have a tendency to dim- 
inish the force of respiration. The per- 
som will likely fail to detect himself 
the injury the drug causes him, for in 
getting rid of his headache he is apt 
to overlook the fatigue which is sure 
to come upon him after taking the 
powder. ‘This he may attribute to 
“the last kick of the headache,” when 
it is really the greater injury of his 
system by the deadly poison. 

Legislation is necessary to put an 
end to this practice of seliing poisons 
tothe public under fanciful names. If 
nothing else can be done about it at 
present, a regulation should be made 
that no druggist should be allowed to 
sell “headache powders” unless he has 
previously labelled them “poison.” just 
as carbolic acid is labelled,

The flowers are cut while atill in bud 
and set in trays or pota of water m 
het houses to ripen. As this eccurs, 
boys and girls put them into bunches 
and pack them for shipment. They are 
sent to London, where every grower has 
his customers, while the surplus stocks 
the city's great flewer market, Cov- 
ent Garden. The grower gets about 
| sixty-three cents fer a dozen bunches 
and the crop from tbe Scillies, during 
its three spring months, is worth $300,- 
000. Some idea of the enormous output 
may be gained from the fact that the 
yearly output is 500 tons. One hun- 
dred and sixty boxes, each of which 
holds six dozen bunches, are allowed to 
a ton. Something Uke 60,000,000 bleoms 
then, must be sent te market during 
January, Vebruary and March. 

The Beillies belong to the crown and 
the revenue goes to the Prince of 
Wales. The inhabitants bold their 
farmes under leases. If a man wants to 
build a house he sulunits his plans to 
the governor of the islands, who leases 
him the land on which to build for nfn- 
aty-nine years. At the end of that 
time the house and all go to the orown.

METHUSELAHS. 


The Greatest Age to Which Some People 
Have Attained. 


Niemens De Cugna, anative of Ben- 
wal was the Methuselah of modern 
times, if Maffens, the historian of 
the Indiams, and Lopes Casteguods, 
historiographer royal of Portugal, can 


bea believed. They solemnly averred 
that Cugna lived to the remarkable 
age of 370 years. 

They were for a time contemporan- 
eous with the three-times centenarian, 
but of course they may have made a 
mistake of a century or two. 

It is said of Ougna by the historians 
that he observed the greatest simplic- 
ity in his mode of life, and hisfacul- 
ties were unimpaired by age. 

At the time of his death he was not- 
ed for his memory .as well as for his 
longevity. He was unable to find a 
wife who ased his remarkable 
hold on :ife, and during his 370 years 
was forced to marry many times, 

His hair and beard changed several 
times from black to gray and from 
gray to black. The ignorant people of 
Bengal attributed his long life to 
magic. Cugna declared it was the re- 
sult of a good constitution and tem- 
perate habits. 

Peter Loctron, a French peasant, 
who died Jan. 25, 1724, at the nipe old 
age of 183 years. comes next to Cug- 
ha on the longevity list, as it is re- 
ported. ’ 

The Rovio family, of Tunievax, 
France, present a striking instance of 
old age as a family dower. The com- 
bined ages of the Rovins, father and 
; mother, amounted to 888 years, the 
father, John Rovin, being 174, and his 
wife 1. The French @hroniclers state 
that they were married 147 years, and 
during that period of matrimonial ex- 
perience “they lived in much peace 
and contentment.” 

At the time of their death this ven- 
erable couple, had three children liv- 
ing, the baby. being only 116 years old. 

England also furnished some  ra- 
markable instances of long life. Henry 
j Jenkins, a native of Yorkshire, lived 
| to be 169 years old. In his timethree 
| queens and one king were beheaded, 
‘and he often said that had he  be- 
longed to the royal family he 
never have been a centenarian.

POCKET FILTER FOR CYCLISTS,

dered charcoal in a little net cell, 
When the charcoal end of the tube is 
inserted in the water, the germs 
are not allowed to pass, and the char- 
coal frees the water from all impuri- 
tiles which may be contained in it. 
The tube acts as a straw, through 
which the water is drawn, pure and 
clear. It is a handy way to drink 
from a brook. In taking a ride 
through the country one cannot be 
sure of the purity of the water . in 
strange places, and the filter is a safe- 
guard againat all possible trouble.

NATIONS FACE TO FACE. 


WILL FRANCE AND GREAT BRITAIN 
COME TO BLOWS? 
The Situation Over Egypt Never More Omtn- 
ous Than New—.The British Navy Ordered 
te be Ready. 


A despatch from London, says— 
Never since Great Britain and France 
began to dispute over Egypt, nor dur- 
ing the most acute stage of the Niger 
differences between those two coun- 
tries, has the situation looked so omin- 
ous as now. 


In spite of the hope expressed in the 
sober journals of both countries that 
the matter could be amicably arrang- 
rd, it is a fact that the French naval 
and military authorities are making 
feverish preparationa for war, and 
though calm reigns at -the British 
dockyard at Portsmouth, Chatham, and 
Devonport, it is only the calm of pre- 
pardness, and significant ordera have 
been arriving there from the Admir- 
alty imdicating the belief that Great 
Britain and France are on the. brink 
of war. 


As Mr. DeBlowitz, the Paris corre- 
spondent of the London Times, writes 
~“Never before has there been wit- 
nessed such aastate of fever as is now 
prevailing in Great Britain nor so 
great an exaltation of public feeling 
over amatter of foreign policy, while 
on the other side France is promptly 
and rapidly, without looking forward 
or backward, preparing to fight any 
power provoking her, The French 
stat en, however, still cling to the 
hope (hat the Marquis of Salisbury 
will offer some exchange whigh will 
enable them to retire from Fashoda 
without apparent sacrifice of dignity. 
This hope is based on a conversation 
between Lord Salisbury and Baron de 
Courcel (the French Ambassador at 
London,) which figures in a most im- 
portant despatch in the yellow . took 
eae the French Government haa is- 
sued.

BRITAIN IS READY. 


On the British side a feeling of ab- 
solute self-confidence is displayed. 
“Everything ready,” is the burden of 
all the statements from naval quar- 
ters. In fact, the British navy has 
practically been on a war footing for a 
year past. An authoritative pronounce- 
ment to this effect has come from the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, Mr. W. E. 
Ellison Macartney. Referring to the 
preparations on the other side of the 
channel, he said:—'‘So far as the Brit- 
ish Admiralty is concerned the ships, 
officers, and general administration 


are now ready to meet the wishes of: 


the country.” 

A prominent dockyard official, in an 
interview, declared that the cireum- 
stances of the present crisis had been 
fully provided for in the mobilization 
scheme. He added that the British 
naval authorities have all their ships 
ready, and could commission a squad- 
ron of cruisers and have them off the 
French coast in less than 24 hours. This 
official also pointed out that it was not 
for nothing that the British ship 
manoeuvres were put off this year. He 
added that the British ships at the 
present moment have a larger supply 
of coal on board and available, and a 
larger stock of provisions, than ever 
was known before. 

The British Admiralty fist shows five 
British battleships end 11 fast eruis- 
ers are lying in the Mediterranean 
while the British Chennel squa- 
dron. which was last reported 
off Villagearca, Spain, consisting of 
eight battleships and five cruisers 
constitutes the most modern and pow- 
erful homeogenous fleet of warships 
afloat.

The Boers are Having Sertows Trouble With 
the Magate Tribe. 

A despatch from Pretoria, says:—Ser- 
ious trouble is brewing with the Ma- 
gato tribe in the Zoutpans Berg dis 
trict, south of the Limpo river. The 
natives recently massacred «a Lutheran 
missionary, and his family at the town 
of Zoutpansberg, and the Transvaal 
Government sent an expedition to pum 
ish them. The affair has now assumed 
sérious proportions, 

Chief Opefu, with 20,000 followers, 
fully armed, and with four capnon 
supplied by white traders, has attacked 
the Laager. Heavy. fighting is pro 
ceeding. The ultimatum of the com- 
mandi officer of the Transvaal 
roopa, General Joubert ; demanding an . 
unconditional surrender, bas been ig- 
nored by the tribesmen; and he has 
summoned 3,000 burghers to reinforces 
the 5,009 now in the fleld. The cam 
paign promises to be prolonged. 

SCENE OF THE FIGHTING. 

The ecene of the fighting between 
the Transvaal burghers, under General 
Joubert, and the tribesmen who follow 
Chief Opefu, is the extreme northern 
section of Transvaal territory, west of 
Casa country, Umblengaland, and 
south-east of the country of the Mata- 
bele.

| FUNERAL OF GEN. GORDON. 


HONORS FOR THE GALLANT DEAD 
BY KITCHENER’S ARMY. 

Ae Umepressive Seeme- Martial Beqatem 
Amid the & of Kberteem “* teder 
the Conqgerring Ensign of Hie On 
Fee pie. 

Geo. Stevens, writing to the London 
Deily Mail from Omdurman, thus de 
scribes a touching incident :— 

The steamers—screws, paddies, stern- 
wheelers—plugged their steady way up 
the full Nile. Past the northern fringe 
of Omdurman, where the sheikh came 
out with the white flag, past the breach 
where we went in to the Khalifa’s 
stronghold, past the choked embrasures 
and the lacerated Mahdi's tomb, past 
the swamp-rooted palma of Tuti Is 
land. We looked at it with a dispas- 
sionate, impersonal curiosity. It was 


Sunday morning, and that furious Fri- 
day seemed already half a lifetime 


behind vs. The volleys had dwindled 
out of our eara, and the smoke out of 
our nostrila, and to-day we were going 
to the funeral of Gordon. After nearly 
fourteen years the Christian soldier 
was to have Christian burial. 

On the steamers there was a detach- 
ment of every corps, white, or black, 
or yellow, that had taken part in the 
vengeance. Every white officer that 
could be spared from duty was there, 
fifty men picked from each British 
battalion, one or two from each unit 
of the Egyptinn army. That we were 
going up to Khartoum at all was evi- 
dence of our triumph; yet if you look- 
ed about you, triumph was mot the 
note. The most reckless subaliern, the 
most barbarous black was touched 
with gravity. We were going to per- 
form a necessary duty, which had 
been put off far, far too long. 

Fourteen years next January— yet 
éven through the humiliating thought 
there ran a whisper of triumph. We 
may be slow; but in that very slowness 
we show that we do not forget. Soon 
or late, we give our own their due. 
Mere were men that fought for Gor- 
don's life while he lived—Kitchener, 
who went disguised and alone among 
furious enemies to get news of him; 
Wauchope, who

at Tamai and Kirbekan; Stuart-Wort- 
lay, who missed by but two days the 
chance of dying at his side. And here, 
too, were boys who could hardly lisp 
when their mothers told them that 
Gordon was dead, grown up now, and 
appearing in the fulness of time to 
exact ten thousand lives for one. Gor- 
don my die—other Gordons may dis 
in the future—but the same clean- 
limbed brood will grow up and avenge 
them. 


The boats stopped plugging and there 
was silence. We were tying up oppo- 
site a grove of tall palms; on the bank 
was a crowd of natives curiously like 
the backsheesh-hunters who gather to 
greet the Nile steamers. They stared 
at us; but we looked beyond them to 
a large building rising from a crumb- 
ling quay. You could see that it had 
once been a handsome building of the 
type you know in Cairo or Alexandria 
all stone, and stucco, two-storied, 
faced with tall regular windows. Now 
the upper storey was clean gone; the 
blind windows were filled up with 
bricks; the stucco was all scars, and 
you could walk up to the roof on rub- 
ble. In front was an acacia, such as 
grow in Ismailia on the Ghezireh at 
Cairo, only unpruned—deep luscious 
green, only drooping like a weeping 
willow. At that most ordinary sight 
everybody ‘grew ‘very solemn. For it 
was a piece of new world, or rather 
of an old world, utterly different from 
the squalid mud, the baking barrenness 
of Omdurman. A facade with tall ‘win- 
dows, a tree with green leaves—the 
facade battered and blind, the tree 
drooping to earth—there was no need 
to tell us we were at a grave. In that 


forlorn ruin, and that disconsolate 
acacia, the bones of murdered civiliza- 
tion lay before us. 

‘Tbe troops formed up before the 
paluce in three sides of a rectangle— 
Kgyptiags to our left as we looked from 
the river, British to the right. The 
Sirdar, the generals of division and 
brigade, and the staff stood in the 
open space facing the palace.

fertilizers. This is supposed to an-

The Rassian Coart Is the Most Magnin- 
cent in the World, 

The Russian court military and min- 
isterial dreas is costly and rich in the 
extreme, and the richness is carried 
out even to the liveries of the ser- 
vants, their scarlet coats being liter- 
ally ablaze with gold, says a writer in 
the English Illustrated Magazine.

ABOUT TO BE COLONIZED.

Robinson Crusce’s Island is to he 
colonized, The Government of Chili 
has just adopted rebolutions to thai 
and by the time thie «hall 
have been published an inspector will 
have been appointed and in all prob- 
ability a number of new inhabitants 
will have been carried to the Island of 
Juan Fernandez. Within the past few 
weeks the President of Chili has vis- 
ited this island om a tour of inspection 
and both himself and his offi: iala re- 
port that it can be made of great value 
to the country. It has been decided 
to give each settler a house and a cer- 
tain amount of land, and the idea is 
to make «. large fishing colony there. 
The codfish caught off the\ shores of 
Juan Fernandez are especially fine. 
They swarm about its shores, and, in 
connection with lobsters and other 
shell-fish, might form the basia of 
@ great industry. There are also many 
seal, walrusses and other marine ani- 
mals in the waters near by, and the 
mainiand has in its woods many wild 
goats, wild sheep and wild mules. 
There are parts of tho island that are 
very fertile and it is thought that 
they can reaily be made a valuable 
property. 

The island of Juan Fernandez lies 
just about 400 miles west of Val- 
paraiso, in the South Pacific Ocean. It 
can be reached only by special steam- 
ers, which make excursions there 


ONCE OR TWICE A YEAR. 


The island is bleaker and colder than 
Deloe's picture of it. It is only twelve 
miles long by about seven miles wide, 
but parts of it are the picture of deso- 
It is a great mass of rocks, 
which rises upward from the waters 
for more than a thousand feet. It is 
made up of hills and mountains, of 
little ravines and valleys. The north- 
ern half of the island is covered with 
a dense vegetation, but the southern 
halfis as bleakand bare asthe western 
slopes of the Andes inthe rear of the 
Peruvian dessert. Most of the shores 
are inaccessible. The _ best landing | 
place is the Cumberland bay. at which 
point there is now a fishing settle- 
ment, which includes about all the’ 
people of the island. There are, it is 
said, orly fifteen people now living | 
there. Back of the settlement on tho! 
bay there are coltages, or straw huts, | 
which once formed the homes of a| 
number of settlers who lived there. 
These huts are made of cane, watted 
with straw.

KNIT A BATH TOWEL 


A knitted bath towel is an uncom. 
mon sort of work to he engaged upon, 
anda little girl who recently made one 
thought it would make a useful holi- 
day gift. As a child can easily- learn 
the stitch it cam readily be seen that 
the work would not be im any way 
difficult, 

For « large towel four balla of Na. 
6 unbleached knitting cottom will be 
needed. The small size of white bone 
needles should be used. Cast on 188 
stitches. From beginning to the end 
knit plain the first three end last 
three of every needle, so as to make 
& selvedge. Knit the ends in any way 
that may be fancied. For instance, 


seven rows of plain knitting and seven 
rows of holes. 

To make the holes knit two stitch- 
es together and put the thread over; 
then two together, and put the thread 
over across the needle, and in return- 
ing knit every stitch, the thread over

the needle counting as a stitch. Ther 


knit another plain space of seven rows 
with three rows of holes, then a plain 
apace of three rows and then begin the 
towel centre.
